The  case  at  is.sue 
was  that  of  a  man  who  once  had  had  in- 
cipient asthma  and  consumption,  but 
bad  not  l)€en  aware  of  the  fact  when  he 
told  the  insurance  agents  that  he  had 
never  been  afflicted  with  those  disea.sea. 
Tho  decision  seems  to  bo  entirely  in 
harmony  with  common  sense  and  com- 
mon honestv.

To  permit  the  entrance  of  political  contention 
into  a  home,  would  be  either  useless  or  perni- 
cious; useless  if  a  man  and  wile  agree  and  per- 
nicious if  they  differ.  In  the  fonnereveut  the 
volume  of  l^Ilots  alone  would  be  increased 
without  changing  the  result  In  the  latter  tho 
peace  »ud  contentment  of  the  home  would  be 
exchanged  for  the  bedlam  of  politi.'aldeUte  and 
'iecome  a  scene  of  base  and  demoralizing  in- 
trigues. In  answer  to  a  question  often*  suggest- 
ed, what  portion  and  ^at  class  of  women 
would  avail  themselves  olTlie  privilege  of  suf- 
frage if  ext4nded  t.o  women,  yonr  committee  is 
of  the  o]>iuion,  while  a  few  iiitelligent  women, 
such  a;-  appeared  before  Iheeoniniittee  in  ailvo- 
cacy  of  the  pending  nii'asure,  woidd  defy  all 
obstacles  in  tho  way  of  their  casting  a  liiillot, 
yet  tho  great  mass  of  intelligent,  refined  and 
jndicious,  with  tho  l>e<-oi:iing  modesty  of  their 
sex,  would  shrink  from  rinle  contact  with  tho 
crowd,  with  the  exception  moutioneil,  leaving 
to  the  ignorant  and  vilest  the  exclusive  right  to 
epeak  for  the  gentler  sexin  public  affairs. 

In  the  house  bills  were  favorably  rcjiorted 
for  tho  erection  of  bridges  over  the  .Mississippi 
at  Bock  Island  and  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony. 
The  navel  bill  was  discnssed,  and  the  senate 
amendment  addhig  t40l,tKX)  to  complete  the 
ordnance  ontfit  of  tho  new  cruisers  was  con- 
curred in,  first  m  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
thon  in  tho  house  by  a  vote  of  127  to  KKi.  Tho 
other  amendments  were  non-concurred  in. 

In  the  senate  the  bill  passed  for  the  disposal 
of  abandoned  militaiy  reSfervations.  It  anthor- 
izoe  the  president  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  any 
portion  of  a  military  reservation  becomes  use- 
less, to  place  it  in  charge  of  the  secretary  of 
thci  interior,  who  shall  have  it  Burveyod  and 
8ub-dividcd,  appraised  aud  iold  Tho  bill 
amending  tho  revised  statute  relating  to  tres- 
passers on  Indian  lands  passed.  It  adds  im- 
prisonment to  fine  already  provided  for. 

Mr  Nelson  presented  to  tho  house  the  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  the  republicans  of  Steveni- 
county,  Mmn.,  in  favor  of  tho  Morrison  bill  It 
recitca,  subsf-iiitially,  that  the  manufacturers 
of  the  east  are  protected  by  the  existing  tariff, 
while  fai-mers,  the  prices  of  whose  producta 
are  regultfted  by  tho  foreign  markets  and 
freights,  commission,  insurance  and  elevaJiir 
charges,  are  unprotected;  and  that  they H. 
lievo  there  should  be  a  reduction  of  tho  tariff 
such  as  that  provided  in  the  Morrison  or  a  sim- 
ilar bill. 

The  provisions  of  Senator  Manderson's  bill 
to  encourage  Indian  education  in  the  Territory 
*u  ^"''<''*>  whicli  was  reported  favorably  from 
the  senate  committee  on  education  byMr.  Blair 
are:  ' 

From  the  land  heretofore  set  apart  for  school 
purposes  in  Dakota  two  sections  of  tHO  acres 
each  shall  be  set  apart  for  educatienal  pnri>0808 
among  the  Indians  of  that  tfrritoiy  upon  pay- 
ment to  the  receiver  of  public  money  in  the 
laud  district  in  which  tho  two 
sections  of  land  may  be 

locatetk  by  Joseph  A.  Stephan,  of  Jl.i')  por 
acre.  Tho  sections  sliall  be  patented  to  Stephen 
by  tho  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office 
provided  that  Stephan  shall  give  siiflicient  I)ond 
to  erect  and  bnild  on  tho  lands  school  buildings 
adequate  for  the  education  of  KN)  Indian  child- 
ren, and  that  said  school  shall  bo  conducted  as 
an  industrial  farm  school  for  the  exclusive  ed- 
ucation of  Indian  children  in  Dakota.  The  ad- 
ministration of  the  school  is  to  be  under  tho 
supervision  of  the  commissioner  of  Indian  af- 
fairs. 

In  the  senate  Mr.  Wdson  of  Iowa  made  an 
elal>orat«  speech  in  favor  of  tlio  pa.ssago  of  the 
Intorslnto  commerce  bill.  At  the  expiration  of 
Mr.  W  ilson's  speech  Mr  Jones  of  Florida  took 
the  floor  iu  opposition  to  tha  plenro-pnoumo- 
nia  bill,  Mr  Blair,  from  tho  a)nimitt<«e  on  ed- 
ucation and  labor,  favorably  reported  the  bill 
to  protect  .American  laborers. 

Mr.  Wakfield  of  Minnesotalias  introdnccdin 
tho  honso  a  bill  regarding  the  pay  of  the  naval 
academy  graduates.     It  provij.*: 

Such  gra<luates  that  may  bo  or  have  boon  an- 
pointcHl  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  lower  grades  of

SLEEP  ASD  SLEEFLESSVES8. 

Causes  and   Care  oflasomnia    Sleep 
WaUdagr,   etc. 

Dr.  Henry  Gibbons,  Jr.,  Dean  of  tho 
College  Faculty  at  San  Fraucisco,  lat^dy 
delivered  a  lecture  on  this  subject.  He 
Ixgau  by  saying  that  a  definition  of 
slecj»  is  not  easily  given.  Poets  have 
likened  it  to  death.  The  latt^-r  is  tlie 
permanent  cessation  of  all  tlie  functions ; 
sleep  is  the  temporarv  sttspen.sioii  and 
cessation  of  all  the  "faculties.  Notice 
that  a  total  suspension  of  all  the  facul- 
ties is  uot  necessary.  It  has  been  said 
that  the  mind  never  rests.  Dreams  are 
frequf.nt  in  sleep.  I'ortions  of  the  l>o»ly, 
when  a  person  begins  to  go  to  sleeji, 
sus]>end  action  one  by  one,  and  then 
the  brain  is  efl'ecteil.  "  First  the  vision 
begins  to  become  dimmed,  and  then  tha 
senses  cease  one  after  another.  In  sleep, 
the  forces  of  the  Imdy  are  not  wasted ; 
they  are  recuperattnl. 

I'ersoDs  often  sleep  regardless  of  ef- 
fort;  they  sink  down  from  slieer  ei- 
li.an.stion.  The  speaker  cite<l  a  ntimWr 
of  historical  instances  when  men  in  re- 
spoubiMe  positions,  as  a  gunner  at  his 
post,  have  brton  known  to  drop  down 
from  .exhaustion  and  serenely  sleep, 
amid  the  roar  of  battle  and  the  carnago 
going  on  ahout  tlieni. 

Sleep  is  for  tho  mind  what  rest  is  for 
the  body.  Sleei>le«suess  is  an  indica- 
tion of  the  need  of  sleep  and  the  warn- 
ing of  the  heav;\'  closing  of  the  eyelids 
should  uot  be  negle«>te<l. 

Sleep  is  a  matter  of  habit.  To  a  per- 
.son  in  tho  habit  of  sleeping  in  the  day 
it  is  with  difflculty  that  sieep  isfditainell 
at  night.  There  is  no  doubl  thnt  night 
is  the  jiropertime  for  sleep.  Darknes.s 
aud  quiet  all  tend  to  make  this  the  pe- 
riod of  rest.  In  regard  to  time  for  sleep 
at  night,  an  old  proverb  has  said  tliat 
one  Iiour  before  midnight  is  worth  two 
hour.s  afterward.  The  habit  of  .liaug- 
ing  niffhf  iuto  day,  as  is  the  increasing 
custom  so  mticli  among  certain  classes 
in  our  large  cities,  is  to  be  regretted. 

Ill  regard  to  tlie  amount  of  sleep 
necessary,  it  differs  a<'cording  to  ago 
and  constitutional  condition  of  the  poi- 
son. The  infant  sleeps  the  grcntcr  i>arf 
of  the  time.  Sloejtiiig  aud. nursing  are 
t'le  principal  occui>:itions  of  the  normal 
niul  Inaltliy  babe.  The  more  tjiey 
sleep  the  bctt«>r  they  thrive. 

In  niidillo  life,  when  oiistitiitional 
vigor  ia  the  gieatcbt,  the  need  ».f  sleep 
is  at  its  niiniiniiiii.  To  a  great  extent 
tlie  amount  of  .sleep  is  a  matter  of  habit. 
The  Ntroiig  and  healthy  iieo<l  less  than 
the  delicate.  I'or  students  a  celebrated 
)>idfessor  recomiiii'iided  iiiiit!  hours' 
J^leej).  Brain-workers  require  more 
than  others. 

In  contrast  to  these  are  tlie  historic 
records  of  the  liv.-s  ,,f  Napoleon, 
Frederick  the  great  and  Jeremy  Taylor. 
Of  the  first-named  it  w:us  relited  that 
he  slejit  when  he  jdeased.  and  the  last 
never  slept  more  Uian  throw  hours  at  a 
sliet<-li.  iiord  Broiigliain  u.sed  to  go  to 
bed  i.n  Saturday"  after  an  intellectual 
siege  ill  parliament,  and  not  jrct  up 
again  until  the  following,'  Monday.  An 
old  jioein  recuinmeiided  in  rhymi'  sevi-n 
hours  for  books  ami  ;-tudies,  seven  for 
sleej*.  ten  for  tlie  world,  aud  all  for 
hea\fn. 

Experiments  of  great  scientistj*  havo 
proved  that  duringsleei»  the  blood  sup- 
ply of  the  braiiiis  diniinislied.  Some 
have  gone  ,so  far  as  to  ari^nie  that  sleep 
was  the  direct  cau.se  of  this  diminution. 
The  (|ueHtion  of  waking  is  almost 
ecpnilly  knotty  with  th.it  of  going  to 
ftleep.  Habit  here  hiis  much  to  do,  for 
it  is  known  that  a  jiersun  awakes  at  a 
certain  hour  usually,  regar.lloss  of  the 
(:nio  <if  retiring. 

The  if)eak(»r,  in  connection  with  tlio 
subject,  devote<l  with  coiisideniblo 
thought  to  the  theory  of  dreams.  In 
ancient  tiine.i  dreams  and  visions  were 
deemed  of  the  greatest  iinjiortance. 

It  is  no*  too  broad  an  assertion  to 
say  that  all  dreams  are  the  <lirect  se 
queiici'  of  acliiul  events,  nnd  depend 
upon  thr>m.  This  is.  of  course,  con  rarv 
to  tlio  theory  of  .some,  who  treat  of 
dreams  as  an  ideal  tiling.  At  this 
day,  it  is  of  ctiurse  impossible  for  pov 
jile  to  regard  dreams  Lu  tlieir  KUjier 
natural  connection.  The  dreams  of  a 
great  gourmand  were  of  a  large  dining 
table.  laden  with  the  choicest  of  fotxl 
and  drink.  In  dr»>ains  the  memory  i.s 
often  active  and  re.alls  lotig-forgotteu 
things.  It  Would  seem  tliat  from  tho 
letharg;s'  of  the  other  sens«>n.  the  mem- 
ory h.id  the  broader  scope  and  tho 
wider  tielil  for  ex]>loration  among  the 
records  of  thothoiiglds  of  tlu'  jiast. 

Important  work  is  oft«'n  dmie  during 
f-leeji;  great  mathematicians  have  often 
solved  )n'(dilems  and  poets  cotnposrvl 
beautiful  isles,  whicli  were  committed 
to  pajier  on  awakening.  It  is  no  doubt 
that  ill  many  of  these  ciusi's  the  sleej) 
WHS  not  sleep,  but  only  a  ilozing  or 
resting— a  half -sleeping"  Sir  W.alter 
Scott  used  to  consider  the  first  half 
hour  alter  waking  the  niost  favorable 
for  the  lM\st  inteile<'tiial  work.  Some 
of  the  moBt  intricate  of  liis  plots  an<l 
choicest  passages  in  his  unsurpnss.Ml 
poems  were  originat<!d  at  thew!  tunes. 

Dreams  may  also  be  caused  by  exti-i- 
ual  (djje<;ts;  a   jug  of   wat^-r  at    a  man's 
feet  ha.s  made  liim  dream    he  was  walk 
injc  on  a  v<d<:ano. 

ilorbid  dreams  often  prodiic*-  insan- 
ity. Ill  acute  fevers,  dreams  are  of  a 
frightful  cliara<ter.  Nightmare  is 
usually  accompanied  l.y  sufloeation ;  it 
seems  often  that  an  animal  is  on  tin; 
chest,       hence        the    name  sleep 

walking  was  referred  to;  a 
sh-ep- walker  is  one  who  acts  his  dreams. 
In  somtianibulists.  most  of  the  senses 
are  in  abeyance.  He  often  hears  and 
sees  things  to  which  his  attention  i>» 
called.  The  action  of  tho  will  and  judg- 
ment are  sufii>ended.  Sleep-walkers 
often  a<'conipliHli  wonderful  feats.  If 
is  the  concentration  of  thought  that  en- 
aldes  them  to  do  this.  Possible  diiii 
gers  are  not  seen,  and  so  are  unknown. 
A  jiromiiient  cause  of  insomnia  or 
pleepletisness  is  mental  di.sipiietude.  Iu 
laiioi'ious  mental  actions,  the  temjK»ra- 
tnre  wf  tlie  head  is  greatly  raised. 
Chronic  and  fuucti<mal  disorders,  chief 
ly  of  the  heart  and  stomach,  induce 
wakefulness.  Gtlier  fa<'tors  are  cold 
feet  and  inteiiijierate  use  of  certain  f(H>d 
or  drink,  as  t'<'a  or  coffee.  As  shnqdcss- 
ness  is  tlie  <'auHe  of  (bsorders  of  the  lMj<ly , 
so  sleep  is  a  factor  of  healtli.  The  l>»^st 
methods  of  sM'uriiig  slet-p  were  eonsid- 
ere<l.  Physii-al  exercise  will  induce 
sleep,  not  jihysical  fatigue,  wliich  will 
often  cause  wakefulne,s.s.  A  brisk  walk 
iK'fori!  going  to  b<Hl  will  usually  insuie 
sound  slinuber.  The  mind  should  be  di- 
verted as  niu<dr  a--  i>ossiljle  before  retir 
ing  by  lively  cotnjiany  and  conversation. 
A  hearty  meal  before  going  to  bed  was 
not  advised,  although  hunger  will  pre- 
vent sleep.  A  light  repast  was  sugg»»8t 
ed,  brea<l  and  butt«'r,  milk  or  oysters, 
not  mince  pie  or  plum  jiudding"  The 
he.ad  sjiouhi  be  kept  coo],  but  the  feet 
warm.  Toastng  the  feet  iK-tore  the  fire 
was  not  apjirovfsl;  a  foot-bath  is  prefer- 
able. Slumber  may  often  be  caused  It 
a  gentle  friction  of  the  limbs.  The 
barlier's  operations  are  usually  moht 
soothing.  Tlieif)  in  an  unaccountable 
prejudice  against  night  air. 

The  I'cdroom  should  Ik.-  kept  cool  and 
the  air  fre.sh,  but  the  open  window 
should  not  ptriait  the  wind  to  blow 
ui>on  the  slefiper.  Tr>o  much  clothing 
will  prevent  sleep.  .\  l^^d  should  l>e 
carefully  arrangefl:  it  should  l>e  even, 
without  ridges.  Wu  are  half  an  inch 
shorter  at  niKht  Uian  wt-  are  in  tho 
morning,  cau.sed  by  an  exten  uon  of  tho 
Hpine  and  muscles.  le.i  and  coSe** 
should  l»e  avoidetl  by  light  sleepers. 
The  si>e;iker  suggested  that  a  |>ercr.u 
might  al.so  coax  the  sojH>iific  god  b. 
thinking  of  tin-  names  of  i.sland«  or  ri\

lt-Vnlayrltie«  to  b«  Avoided. 
TJie  best  thing  about  a  plate  of  good 
sonp  is  to  know  how  to    drink    it.     As 
this  first  course  is  only  intended  t(.  pre- 
pare the  stomach  for  the   dinner  that  ia 
to  follow,  it  is  never  permissible  to  call 
for  it  a  second  time,  nor  is  it  necessary 
to  consume  more    than  a    third  of    the 
wnount  served  to  you.     To  break  bread 
in  your  soup  is  an    insult  to    your  hos- 
tesa,  who  would  have    spared    von  that 
trouble  had  she    not    preferrcl    a  thin 
«»op.     No     nntion      under      the    sun 
nse.s   oyster     crackers     in     a  soup  bui 
Americans  of  the  most    shoddy    class. 
In  taking  the  soup  do  not  fill  the  spoon 
more  than  half  full,  and  dip  up  the  li- 
quid   by    passing    the  spoon  from  yon. 
The   manner  in  which  the  spoon  shall 
reach   th«   mouth   is  an  open  question, 
ladi»^  insisting  that  the   proper. thing  is 
to   drink    from    the    side   of  the  bowl, 
whde  gentlemen    maintain  that  the  cor- 
m-t    way   is    from  the  tip  of  the  spoon. 
This     certainly   appears    plausible    to 
many,  who  hold  that  if  a  blunt  side  wa.s 
preferable,  modern  .spoons  would  not  \)e 
matle  pornte^l.  Every  m.aii  with  a  heavy 
mustache  knows  from  exjwrience  thatit 
is  much  easier  and  mm.'h  neater  for  hini 
to  take  soup  from  the  end  of  the  spoon 
than  it  is  from  tlie  side. 

In  this  course  bread  is  served.     Lay 
the  cut  on  the  table  at  the   left  of  the 
plate  and  break  off  small    j)ieces,    with- 
out lifting  it  from  the  t-loth,  using   the 
fingers  of  the  left  hand.     Kight  liere  it 
might  be  pertinent  to  mention    that   no 
bread  of  any  description  shoiUd  l)e  eaten 
in    any  other   fashion.     Even   hot    bis- 
cuits, muffins,  buns,  and  rolls  are  to  be 
torn  or  broken  off  in  small  pieces,  and 
♦»uttere<l  ju.st  l»efore  l>eing  eaten.     Fish 
j*}ionl<l  be  eaten  with  a  .silver  fork   j>ro-i 
vided  for  that   jdirpose.     In   managing 
the  fillets  and  roasts  there  is   no   regu-  , 
lation  fnrtlier  than  to  carry  small  pitves  | 
to  your  mouth  with  your  fork,  using  the  I 
inward  curve  of  the  utensil  in  doing  so,  j 
and  altove  all    things    avoid   making  a  j 
mn.ss.  I 

In  France  there  are  so  many  dressings  j 
nnd  ri<-h  gravies  on  the  .sulistantiald  that  ' 
monsfiir  finds  it   nei*es.sary  to   cut   his 
^reiul  with  his  knife  and  fork,  and  then 
flses  the  fork  and  cul>e  of  bread   to  eat 
up  the    rich    sauce.     This    practice  is 
frowned  down  in   English  society,    al- 
though     her     majesty,      the     qtiecn, 
is       known       to       rnop      Iier        plate 
with  diamond  cuts  of  brea<l. 

Albeit  Americans  tlo  not  like  it,  it  is 
the  proper  thing  to  leave  the  celery  for 
the  «-rackers  and  cliee.se.  Break  the 
celery  in  small  pieces  and  strijt  itl>e- 
fore  eating.  In  eating  cheese,  small 
morsels  of  the  dairy  product  should  b© 
phwod  on  small  morsels  of  cracker  or 
)>read  and  the  two  mor.sels  can^l  to 
the  mouth  with  the  thumb  and  forefin- 
ger. The  cheese  shoulil  not  be  per- 
mitted to  touch  the  finger;  neither  is  it 
permissible  to  eat  the  cheese  from  the 
point  of  the  knife. 

.\1I  miide-dishes,  such    as    quenelles, 
rissoles,  patties,  etc.,   should  l>e  eaten 
with  a  fork  only,  ami.  as  a  knife  is  uu- 
»ece.s.sary.  it  woul.l  ]m   a  vulgarism  to 
use  one.     With  cutlets,  game,    poultrv", 
and  sweetbreads  fried,  a  knife  is  requir- 
ed.    CucunilHrs    are    eaten    from   the 
dinner-plate,  and    not    from    the  side- 
dishes,    which    are    fa.st   disappearing 
from  the  fashionable  table.    When  peas 
are  serveil  they  should   \>e  conveyed  to 
the  mouth   on    a  fork,  and   not    taken 
from  a  .spoon.     It   is   needless    to   say 
that  to  put  the  knife  into  the  month   at 
any  time  dming  the   meal  would  lie  an 
unpardonable    offense      against     good 
breeding  and  a  mark  of  \nilgaritT.     In 
eating  a.spc  agusa  knife  and  fork  should 
be  UBe<l,  as  .he  proper  way  is  to  cut  off 
the  j>oint^    and   eat   them  as   .sea-kale, 
egg-plant  cr  any  othet  vegetable.     Itia 
a  solecism  to  take  asparagus  in  the  fin- 
gers. 

It  is  also  indicative  of  the  gormand  to 
overload   th«j  fork   with   a  bit  of  meat, 
some  vegetable,  and  a  piece  of  pickle — 
all  of  yriiich  should  be  eaten  separately 
and  not  arranged  beforehand  in  a  com- 
pact form,     (ientlemen    are  .sometimes 
guilty  of  this  uuplea.sant  manner,  but 
ladies   are    less   rapaciou.s.     The  hand 
and    mouth   should    be   in  sympathy — 
that    is  to    say,    the  montli  should  be 
kept  open  in  expectation   of   the    well- 
laden  fork's  arrival.     Open   the  mouth 
to  receive  the  fo«Hl  at  the  moment  it  has 
rcachetl  the  lips,  and  let  the  morsels  be  I 
small    rather   than    large,  in  order  that  I 
L-onversation  may  not   be  ignored.     To 
place    the    fork    directly   opoaite    the 
mouth  is  a  most  ungraceful  way  of  eat- 
ing; nor  should  the  wri.st  ever   be   bent 
OT  curved  to  accomplish    this  feat.     In 
eating   from  the  wing  or  leg  of  poultry 
.■ut  tl»e  meat,  but  never    touch   it   with 
the  fingers,  nor  be  guilty  of  the  extreme 
rnlgarity  of  picking  the  bones. 

Pastry  is  always  eaten  with  a  fork, 
'•ut  in  ca.se  of  a  fruit  tart  oi-  cream  puff 
u  des.sert-. spoon  is  used.  Small  st<»nes, 
;.uch  a.s  are  found  in  cheery,  plum,  dam- 
».op.  />r  date  pudding  should  be  received 
iron)  the  mouth  on  the  fork  or  spoon 
and  placed  in  the  plate  and  hot  on  the 
lablc-cloth:  when  the  fnrit  stones  are 
large  they  should  be  separated  from  the 
Iruit  u-ith  the  fork  and  left  on  the  plate. 
^Vhenever  it  is  possible  to  separate  the 
» tones  from  the  fruit  it  is  Wst  to  do  so. 
Jellies,  blauc  manges,  iced  pudtlings, 
«tc.,  are  eaten  with  a  fork,  and  not  with 
fl  spoon,  as  are  all  sweets  sufficiently 
t.rm  to  admit  of  l^eing  carried  in  what 
the  Iri.shman  calls  the  sj)lit  spoon. 

Tlier  cloth   is  never  removed  for  des- 
sert, but  the  table  is  cleared  of  all  that 
sippertains    to   the   dinner.     A  dessert- 
I  late   is  then   plai-e<l  before  each  guest 
vith  or  without  an   ice-plate.     Thetice- 
|late       would     l>e      placed    on       the 
dessert-plate,      the       tinger-lwwl      on 
t.ie    latter   with  a  d'oley  beneath.     The 
finger-bowl  should  contain   i)eppermint 
■«  ater,    lemon  being    no  longer  used  in 
li.ving  the  finger-tips.     The  guests  will 
place   the  finger  bowl  on  the  left  of  the 
plate,   with  the    napkin    under  it,  the 
d  aasert-plate  remaining  l)eneath  the  ice- 
piste  until  the  ice  has  been  eaten,  when 
the    .servant   will  remove  it.     It  is  con- 
sidered elegant  to  eat  the  ices  from  the 
sides  and  not  dig  into  the  slice  or  loaf. 
When  grapes  arc  passed  around    use 
tie  fruit  scissors  rather  than  break    off 
tie  bunches.     When  eating  that    fruit 
tl  e  half  closed  hand  should  l)e    place<l 
t<  the  lips  and  the  .stones  and  skin    ad- 
rcitly  allowed  to  fall   into   the  fingers, 
arid  quickly  placed  on  one  side    of    the 
desert- plate.     Apples  and  pears  should 
b<i  pared  cut  in  halves,    quarters,    and 
ei.jjhths,  with  a    fruit-knife.      Oranges 
are  to  be  divided    into   thirty- seconds, 
wj'ien  they  can  be  so  reduced.     Use  the 
fingers  in  this  work  and  tear    the    sec- 
tions,   always    begining    at    the    top. 
Melons  are  eaten    with  a    fork,'  unless 
served  with    cream,    when  a    spoon    is 
used. 

',  The  guests  should  never  help  them- 
sei.^es  to  the  dessert  on  the  table,  as  it 
is  there  for  effect  only. 

In  a  dinner,  where  wine  is  properly 
gewetl,  }ou  will  find  at  your  plate  a 
en:  all  wine-gla-ss  lor  sherry  to  go  with 
th<!  fish,  a  larger  glass  for  claret  with 
tho  roasts,  an  equally  large  one,  usually 
of  tinted  glass,  for  the  sauternes,  served 
later  in  the  meal,  and  a  delicate  tumbler 
foi  champagne  at  the  end.  At  all  din- 
ne]"s,  formal  and  informal,  it  is  proper 
for  yoa,  as  soon  after  the  meal  is  fairly 
iler  way,    to.    catch  your  host's   (or 


ceremoniotis  nusing  qj  the  glass  and 
inclination  of  the  head  suffices.  It  js 
no  longer  the  fashion  for  gentlemen  to 
drink  together,  either  at  dinner  or  des- 
sert Ladies  are  not  supposed  to  take 
more  than  one  gla-ss  of  any  variety. 
Should  they  so  prefer,  it  would  l>e  inde- 
corous to  help  themselves.  If  the  ser- 
vant does  not  anticipate  her  wants,  she 
should  call  the  attention  of  her  escort 
to  the  neglect. 

About  ten  minutes  arf^r  the  servants 
have  loft  the  room  the  hostess  will  give 
the  signal  for  the  ladies  to  withdraw. 
The  ladies  will  carelefwly  throw  their 
napkias  on  the  table  at  the  left  of  the 
plate,  or  on  the  seat  of  the  chair,  as  it  i.s 
the  custom  in  English  circles;  The  gen- 
tlemen ri.se  and  remain  stMiding  at  their 
chairs  ontil  the  last  lady  has  quitted  the 
room.  The  gentleman  seated  nearest 
the  door  or  quickest  of  movement  will 
open  the  door  and  close  it  after  them. 
ITie  after  dinner  wine  U  claret  of  super- 
ior qaulity  and  not  dinner  claret.  The 
ladies  take  cotTee  in  the  drawing-room, 
and  the  gentlemen  are  served  afterwarcl 
at  table;

A  i)leasing  occurrence  which  has  jtist 
come  to  our  notice  in  connection  with  fhe 
New  York  state  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  is  so  unusual  in 
many  respects  that  we  venture  to  repro- 
duce it  for  the  benefit  of  our  readers. 

Captain  Alfred  Rensom,  of  New  York, 
while  pacing  in  the  lobby  of  the  armorv, 
prerious  to  one  of  thfe  meefinga,- sudden 
ly  stopped  and  scanned  the  face  of  a  gen- 
tleman who  was  in  earnest  conversation 
with  one  of  the  grand  army  oflicers.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  he  had  seen  that  face 
bfefore,  partially  obscured  by  the  smoke 
of  battje,  and  yet  this  bright  and 
pleasant  countenance  eould  not  be 
the  same  "^ale  afid  death-iiko  visage, 
which  he  so  dimly  remembered.  But 
the  recollection,  like  Banquo's  ghost, 
would  not  "down"  at  command,  and 
haunted  him  the  entire  day.  On  the  dav 
follow  ing  he  again  saw  the  same  coun- 
tenance, and  ventured  to  speak  to  its  own- 
er. The  instant  the  two  veterans  heard 
each  other's  voices,  that  instant  thev 
reorganized  and  called  each  other  by 
name.  Theii-  faces  and  forms  had 
changed,  but  their  voices  were  the  same.

"Yes,  I  do  not  doubt  it,  for  if  I  am 
not  mistaken,  when  we  last  met  I  was 
occuping  a  couch  in  the  hospital,  a  vic- 
tim of  'Yellow  Jack'  iu  its  worst  form."

When  Jay    Cooke   was  buried  under 
the     Northern     Pacific     lliiikoad    his 
friends  thought  he  wouhl  never  recover. 
To-dav  he  is  one  of  the  wealthiest  men 
in  Pennsylvania.     He  was   mer  to  New 
York  during  the    week    and    I  learned 
that  be  has  investments   in  iron,    ooal, 
gohl    and   silver     mines   and    railroads 
reaching  far  into  the  millions.     He  is  a 
trader  by  nature,  and  in  trading  got  Ids 
first  recovering  sttp  after  his   disa.ster. 
A  gentleman  well  acquainted  with  him  iu 
former  davs  in  Philndelidiia,  now  a  resi- 
dent of  Portland,  Ore,  tells  me  Cooke 
made  $40.(K)0  in  less  than  a  mouth  in  his 
business   ventnrC   after  the  crash.     Ho 
was    no   sooner  discharged  from  bank- 
rnptcv    tlian  he  secured   backing  from 
friends,  and  bought  of  the   receiver  40,- 
IKW   shares  which  he  held  of  NortUern 
Pacific    cmnmou  stock.     The  price  paid 
waa.^l.oO.     Ho    .sold    it    within  thirty 
davs  at  iW.rHK     Among  the  assets  there 
was  also   a  large  amount  of  stock  iu  the 
South    Mountain  Ore  company,  opera- 
ting  a   mine  in    the   iron  mountains  in 
Adams  county,  Pa. ,  including  a  railroad 
twelve  or  fourteen  mil  es  long.     This  is 
the  same  vein  lunl  quality    of  ore  as  the 
great  Cornwairvqin  in  Lebanon  county 
adjoining.

Detroit  Kows. 

"  What  do  you  do  to  keep  in  such  good 
condition  ?  I  suppose  you  keep  up  your 
gymnastic  work  all  the  time." 

This  remark  was  made  by  a  Detroit 
lawyer  between  thirty  and  thirty-flive 
years  of  age  to  a  man  a  year  or  two  his 
junior.  The  former  looked  pale  and 
delicate,  and  he  stooped  a  little.  The 
latter  had  a  rosy  complexion,  was  as 
erect  and  lithe  as  an  Indian,  and  looked 
the  picture  of  robust  health.  The  law- 
yer had  just  Wen  "sizing  up"  his  ac- 
<iuaintance  and  admiring  ttie  firmness 
of  his  muscles.  Tliey  were  co-workers 
in  Allen's  gymnasium  a  numVjer  of  years 
ago. 

"No;  I  haven't  seen  the  inside  of  a 
gymnasium  for  five  or  six  years.  Bat  I 
c<.)mnu-nced  so  yoimg  and  laid  such  a 
good  foundation  in  those  years  tliat  I 
have  kept  my  strength,  health  and  ac- 
tivity with  rennirkably  little  systematic 
exercise  ever  since. " 

"I  aonder  if  that's  the  reason  my 
physical  development  hasn't  lasted  me 
lietter?  You  see  I  didn't  commence 
until  I  was  24  or  2.j.  and  though  I 
worked  up  and  maintaino<l  a  good  de- 
velojunent  during  my  two  or  three 
years  in  the  gymna.sium,  it  left  me 
when  I  quit,  aud  my  muscles  are  as 
flabby  now,  and  my  chest  as  flat,  as 
before  I  commenced  going  to  Allen's," 
"I  guess  you've  struck  it.  The  time 
for  a  man  to  lay  a  good  foundation  of 
uhysical  strength  and  endurance  by 
means  of  systematic  and  intelligent  ex- 
ercise is  Wtween  the  ages  of  18  and  24 
years.  This  is  the  time  to  expand  tho 
phest,  before  the  bones  Wcome  set  too 
hard ,  to  get  the  lieart  and  lungs  u.sed  to 
acoellerated  action,  and  to  put  aU  tho 
vital  organs  into  such  fine  condition 
that  they  will  do  work  continuou.sly  foi?

Egotism  of  Victor  Hugo. 

The  Ciiicago  Tribune  undertakes  to 
show  that  Victor  Hugo  is  a  very  much 
overrated  man.

giums.  Everyboily  addresses  him 
is  'dear  master,'  and  sti-angers 
who  call  on  him— he         is 

very  accessible — do  little  else  than  echo 
the  praises  he  expects  as  his  due.  Many 
af  these  praises  are  ludicioiuily  exces- 
iive;  but  they  never  sound  so  to  him. 
His  hearing  has  grown  callous  to  the 
jxaggeratcd  compliments  that  have  so 
long  assailed  it.  No  Anglo-Saxon  could 
^r  would  enduresuch  a  battery  of  adula- 
tion. Sui>erlatives  have  become  so  fa- 
tniliar  to  him  that  tho  ])<mitive  degree 
might  awaken  resentment.  He  is  con- 
HuTMilly  ac^costed  as  <Uvine<'  'the  great- 
?st  of  poets,'  'the  monarch  of  mirth,' 
'the  iutf^llectual  ruler  of  the  ago,'  and 
the  like.  A  not  uncommon  form  of 
greeting  is:  'How  is  the  good  god?' 
to  which  ho  resixuids  with  wonderful  in- 
genuousness :  'The  goo<l  god  is  very 
well." 

Extension  of  the  Russian  Empire 

The  star  of  Ru.ssian  empire  is  taking 
its  way  ea.it  in  a  manner  very    nnpleas- 
int  to   Englishmen.       Acconling   to    a 
paiier    lately   read  before     the     Royal 
Asiatic  Society  the  Russians  are  display- 
ing remarkable  activity  on  tho  Ca.spian 
and  Black  Seas,  and  have   so   managed 
niattfis     that    a    corps  d'armee   might 
bo  well  on  the    road    to    India      beforn 
the     movement    attracted      much    at- 
tention, T!Vigland    having    no    consular 
agent  in  eitlicr  place.     Raku  is  a  rising 
Caspian    port,    which  is    attaining  no- 
toriety   for    its    remarkable   petroleum 
wells.     This  has  led  io  tho  collection  of 
a  large  Heet  to  convey  the  kerosene  to 
various  parts,  and,  to  the   astonishment 
of  the  Russian  Government,  they    have 
thus  an  unlimited  number  of    steamers 
which  could  in  twenty-four  hours  tran- 
sport the  corps  d'armee  to  Michaelovsk, 
rm  the  eastern  shore    of   the    Caspian. 
From  this  i)ort  there  is  already  a    rail- 
road to    Kizildavat,  a   distance   of   147 
miles;  and    from    the    latter   place  to 
.\skabtul,  135  miles,  there  is  a  road,  and 
a  railway     is    ]>roposed.       Thence    to 
Saraskliis  1H-t  miles,  and  from  the  last- 
named  place  to  Herat  is  202  miles,    and 
a  Russian  survey er  has  already  surveyed 
the  entire  distance  and   proved  that  a 
line  can  be  easlv  made.

Age  and  youth  went  down  together,  for  the 
bank  had  withstood  the  panics  of  1870  and  18To, 
and  the  tinn  was  one  of  the  youngest  and 
most  energetic  on  the  street.  An  interesting 
and  painful  incideut  of  the  brnkers'  failure 
was  that  it  threatened  to  carry  with  it  tho  per- 
sonal fortune  of  Gen.  Grant,  who  was  a  full 
partner  of  the  concern,  and  who,  ahonld  the 
other  partners  be  unable  to  assume 
its  liabilities,  can  be  held  for  the

James  D.  Fish,  president  of  the  bank,i8  well 
known  as  one  of  the  largest  real  estate  specu- 
lators in  that  citv.  Ho  Wight  Booth's  theater 
budding  some  time  ago,  tore  down  the  granite 
front,  and  replaced  it  with  a  fine  brick  facade, 
and  converted  the  lower  floor  into  a  magnifi- 
cent store,  which  was  first  occupied  last  week.

A  warrant  is  also  out  for 
Thomas  Cullyford,  proprietor  of  the 
Hotel  St.  Loiiis,  the  leading  hotel  in 
Duluth,  for  the  same  offense.^  Mayor 
Ensign's  attempt  to  enforce  all  ordi- 
nances in  existence  is  the  first  tnat  has 
l>een  made  for  years,  and  will  be  sup- 
ported by  citizens. 

Minneapolis  will  open  her  chamber 
of  commerces  building  June  5. 

H.  W.  Cannon  has  resigned  the  offices 
of  secretary  and  treaiuirer  of  the  Still- 
water Gas  Light  aud  Water  companies 
and  Matt  Clark  has  been  elected  in  his 
place. 

S.  A.  Olsen,  who  shot  himself  dead  at 
Denver,  lived  eight  years  in  St.  Paul. 

The  report  of  the  United  States 
statistical  agent  for  Miimesota  esti- 
mates the  increase  in  wheat  acreage  in 
in  the  state  for  1884  at  3i  per  cent.,  or 
about  95,000  acres.  This,  with  an 
average  vield  equal  to  that  of  last  season, 
would  aild  al)out  1,400,000  bu.shels  to 
the  total  wheat  production  of  the  state. 
In  some  localities,  how^ever,  the  grain 
is  said  to  have  wintered  badly.  This  is 
particularly  the  case  in  unwooded 
})rairie  sections.  To  what  extent  this  is 
true,  however,  is  not  stalled. 

Webb  Rosier,  shot  t^-ice  by  Fred 
Grover  at  Genoa,  Olmsted  county  last 
week  in  a  dispute  over  a  jug  of  whiskey, 
has  since  died. 

Joe  Deiring  of  Stillwater,  a  tinsmith, 
has  deserted  his  fa'nily,  leaving  them  in 
destitute  circumstances. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Gardner  of  Faribault, 
mother  of  the  late  T.  A.  Gardner,  died 
recently  of  extreme  old  age. 

The  United  States  Agricultural  de- 
partment's statistical  agent  for  Minne- 
sota, in  his  report  for  May  1  states  that 
wheat  planting  is  virtually  finished  in 
this  state  for  the  season,  some  tracts  of 
low  lands  which  the  rains  of  ten  days 
ago  made  too  wet  for  planting,  being  all 
that  remainetl  to  plant.  The  aggre- 
gate area  planted  will  exceed  that  of 
last  year  by  about  ''^\  per  cent.,  or  some 
95,060  acres,  and  for  the  most  part  the 
seed  has  been  put  into  the  ground  un- 
der favorable  circumstances.  Much  of 
the  grain  is  up  and  growing  finely.  The 
number  of  acres  to  be  put  in  oats,  rye, 
barley,  and  flas  will  exceed  those 
planted  in  these  grains  last  year  very 
cou.siderably ;  but  the  area  planted  in 
corn  will  necessarily  be  largely  re<luced 
owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
obtaining  seed  that  can  be  depended 
upon. 

The  total  number  of  immigrants  and 
settlers  passing  through  St.  Paul  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  the  3d.  inst., 
was  about  two  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred. Of  this  number  the  Manitoba 
took  out  about  one  th<m.sand  five  hun- 
dre<l,  1,000  of  whom  were  de.stined  for 
points  north  of  Bariiesville.  The  North- 
ern P.icitic  took  out  aboitt  one  thousand, 
nearly  all  of  whom  were  ticketed  to 
points  on  the  extreme  western  division. 
The  remaining  two  hundred  were  tak- 
en out  by  the  Duluth,  Omaha  and  Mil- 
waukee «&  St.  Paul.

How  Clay  Pipes  are  Made. 

From  thi>  Detroit  Knu  Ti'Sh. 

Detroit   makes   a   pij'e   tliaf  sells   at 
wholesale  for  about  the  fifth  of  a   cent, 
and  at  retail  for  a  cent,  which  is   some- 
what cheaper  than  meerschaum  even  in 
Germany.       There   are  tlirtn?  of   tlies'» 
•■lay  i>ipe  faet<iries  in  Detroit,     .\nieriea 
usetl  to  get  its  clay  pipes  from  Heotlan<l. 
there  being  some  large  factories  in  ( Jliis- 
gow ;  but  now  all  the  cent  pipes  waiitoil 
are   made   in  the    rnit«'«l   States.       .\s 
may  bo  imaganed,  tlie  process  of   mak- 
ing "idays"  is  mechanical.     There  is  no 
margin  for  ni<'e  ornamentation  on  one 
cent  a  i>ip>'.     In  the  first  jdaeo  the  eUy 
conns  from  Woodbridgo  N.  J.,  where  it 
costs   it^S.lAS  cents   a  ton.       The   freight 
then  costs  $5  a  ton,  and  by  the  time  tho 
(day  is  at  tho  fai-tory  itis  worth  flO.   So 
far  all  attenii>s  to  find  pi^ie  day   nearer 
nt     hand      liavo     been     unsuccessful. 
If  any  ^Michigan   or  Ohio   fanner  reads 
this  and  thinks  he  has  pipe  clay   on  W-  ~^ 
farm  let  him   put   a  chunk   of  it   in  t.  ^ 
fire.     If   it  burns  red  it  won'i  do ;   if  it 
turns  white   the   pijie    factories  of  De- 
troit will  1)0  gliKl  to  hear  from  him. aud 
the  ehaiwes  arc  that  liis  fortnin'  will  Iw 
made.     It  '\a  rather  curious  that  no  one 
has  ever   tried   re<l  clay    pipes.     They 
are  used   in    Turkey  an<l   «ui  the  south 
slirire  of  the  Mediterranean,  where  they 
certainly  know  something   about  smok- 
ing.    There  are  six  men  and   two  girls 
working  at  the  Joseph  C'ampau  factory. 
One  man   makes   the    moist    lumps  of 
clay,  and  with   one  lump   in  each  hand- 
rapidly  rolls  them  into  tho  shape   of 
club  with  a  spindle  handle  and  a  lieavv 
end.     The  dexterous  manner  with  which 
he   works    with    both     hands    at  once 
would  please  Charles  Reade,  tho  cham- 
jiion     of    ambidexterity.     Three    men 
work  at  three  machines,  and  turn  these 
<'lubs  of   clay    into  the   shape   of  jiipes 
with  great  rapidity.     Ea<di  man  makes 
about   2,440  pipes  a   day.     They  take 
the  clay;  dip  a  long  ueedlo  in  a  mixture 
of  kerosene  and  fisli  fiil ;  run  the  ne  nlle 
into  the  stem  of  the  future  pipe;  rub  the 
clay  with  the  oil  mixture;  ehuek  it  into 
the  steel  mold ;   squeeze   down   a  levi-r 
that  presses  out  the  hollow  of  the  liowl. 
When  it  is  r^-leased  it  is  the  blue  sem- 
blance of  a  clay  pipe,  and  all  these  pro- 
cesses together  take  about  a  second  and 
a  half.     Next   the  pipes   are    partially 
dried  and  tiien  turneil  over  to  a  eou|do 
of  girls,  who  give  them  a  sort  of  a  fin- 
ishing polish.     They  are  next  allowed 
to  dry  and  then  packed  in  earthen-ware 
<*rocks.     Tliese  crocks  are  jdaced  iu  th« 
ftirnace  and  alwut  50,(M)0  \<i\\n-v,  burnt  at 
once.     They  come  out  pure  white,   and 
are  then  jiaeked  uj)  in  cases  holding 28H 
pipes,     which    are  sold     for    sixty-five 
c^nts.

When  in 
Berlin    he    occupies    a    comparatively 
small  palace  on  the  corner  of  Unter  den 
Linden  and  the  Opera- place,  his  pres- 
ence being  ma«le    known  to    the   Ber- 
linors  bv  the  red  flag^-ith  the  Landwehr 
'  cross,  which  is    then   hoisted  over  the 
roof.     The  window  of  his  study  on    the 
ground  fioor  looks  out  upon  that    point 
in  Unter    den  Linden   where   Ranch's 
statue  of  Frederick  the    Great    stands. 
Ordinarily  the  Emperor   rises   between 
ti  and  7  o'clock    in    the   morning.      He 
dresses  at  once  comidetely  for  the  day; 
the  convenience  of  dressing-gown    and 
slippers  is  unknown  to  him.     Tlie  room 
to  which,  after  a    slight    breakfast,    he 
goes  for  work  is  rather  plainly  furnished. 
There     is     a     mahogany  writing-table 
covered  with  writing  materials  of  every 
kind,  packages  of  letters,  small  presents 
from       members       of       his       lamilv, 
and         mementoes       of       battles       m 
the  form  of   paper-weights.     Smoking 
implements  fail,  for  the  Emperor  is  no 
f  Aend  of  tobacco.     ( )n  a  long  an.l  I  >road 
table  near  by  lie  books,    maps,  bundles 
of  documents,    and   pai>ers   of   various 
kinds.     The   Emperor  sits   at  his  work 
on  an  ordinary  chair  covensl  with  leath- 
er,   and    receives  personally   all     com- 
munications, opens  them  himself  writes 
his  deci.sioii   on  the  margin,  and  hands 
them  to  his  secretary  to  be  disposed  of. 
One  of  his  jieculiarities   is  his  economy 
in  the  use  of  paper  and  envelopes.     In 
Versailles  oue  evening   he  announced  a 
new   ^nctory   of   the   Germans     to   the 
Chancellor   on  a  piece  of  paper  which 
had  been  torn  from  a  letter.     In  Berbn 
the  enveloi>es  which  reach  him  with  re- 
ports from  the  r.neign  Office  a<ldressed, 
"To  his  Majesty  the  Emperor."  go  back 
with  the  "to"  "erased  and   "from"  sub- 
stituted,   so  that  tho  envelope  rea<ls, 
"From  his  Majestv  the  Emperor,    with 
"To  the  Chancellor"   written   brncath. 
The  Emperor's  extraordinai7   capacity 
for  work   makes  it   possible  for   him  to 
dispose,  as  a   rule,    personally   of   the 
aft'airs  cennected   with   his  office,   or  at 
least  to   direct  their   disposition  m    his 
own  way.— Dr.  Moritz  Busch,    in  Har- 
pei^s  Magazine.

Great  failures  are  produced  by  great 
indebtedness.  The  saying  is  attributed 
to  Andrew  Jackson  that  "thoxe  wh.i 
trade  on  borrowed  capital  ought  to 
fail."  The  authorship  has  been  denied 
bnt  still  It  has  a  grain  of  truth.  If  there 
were  no  debts  there  would  be  no  fail- 
ures: and  it  might  be  atlded,  by  vast 
decrease  in  business.  Cre<lit  in  these 
days  is  the  life  of  trade,  bnt  there  is 
such  a  thiug,  and  very  common  it  is,  to 
pu.sh  cre<lits  to  tl»e  extreme.  Hence 
the  sJiiaoh-nps  and    misery  evcry\vi)ere.

Its  approach  has  l-jen 
grwlual  bat  certain,  and  it  is  one  of  the  few  fi- 
nancial disasters  which  have  been  predicted. 
The  net  result  of  the  day  was  the  suspension 
of  the  Metropolitan  bank,  the  failure  of  seven 
broker  firms,  a  depreciation  of  values  to  the 
extent  of  ten  millions,  and  in  advance  in 
tooney  to  3  pec  cent  per  diem.  (?f  t}ie  brokers, 
fe'ut  two  wore  iai'ire  houses— tticse  of  Hatch  i 
Foote  and  O.  H-  Bog^.rt  A-  C'^,  and  the  failure 
of  the  Metropolitan  bank  lias  brobably  been 
nartiaL  As  compared  with  the  day  of  Jay 
Cooke  *  Co.'h  failure  and  Black  Friday.in  IHiV.L 
this  latest  panic  is  rather  a  Ume  affair,  but  it 
shook  the  street,  and  its  effects  will  be  felt  for 
a  long  time.  Brokers  were  generally  at  their 
oflSces  earlv,  as  an  exciting  day  was  expected 
to  follow  oil  change  from  the  temjiorary  sus- 
pension of  .V  Dyett  A  Co.  yesterday  and  the 
Becoml  National  Bank  complication.

oilicers  of  national  banking  associations: 

Be  it  ouactc.l,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  the  preaid.iit,  cashier,  teller,  or  other  chief 
executive  officer  of  anv  national  banking  asso- 
ciation, having  a  capital  stock  amounting  to 
•d00,0<io  or  more,  to  deal,  trade  or  otliorwiso 
engage  in  speculation  in  stocks,  bonds  or  other 
securities,  or  in  grain,  provisions,  pijoducc  or 
oil  on  margins  ou  his  own  individual  account 
or'for  his  own  personal  profit,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  or  to  have  any  partnership  or 
other  financial  interest  in  the  operations  of  any 
piivato  banking  of  brokerage  firm,  or  business 
Any  such  officer  who  violates  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  anv  person  who  aids  or  abets  such 
officer  in  violation  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
shall  be  doomed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  Ix-  imprisoned,  not  less  than  oue  year,  or 
more  than  five  years,  or  fined  more  than 
•10.000. 

A  report  has  been  submitted  to  accompany 
tho  bill  reported  from  tho  house  committee  on 
public  lands,  providing  for  the  repeal  of  tie 
pre-emption  and  timber  culture  laws  and 
amendment  of  the  homestead  law.  The  com- 
mittee sav: 

We  bidiovo  it  should  bo  tho  policy  of  the  gov- 
emment to  give  those  of  our  citizens  who  are 
without  homes  such  amount  of  tho  public  do- 
main as  will  make  them  comf.irtable  li.jnio- 
Bteads,  where  they  enter  upon  it  in  g.)od  faith, 
inten.ling  to  make  it  their  homes  and  cultivaM 
and  live  upon  it  for  a  fixed  period  of  time,  am] 
wo  lielicve  IHO  acres  should  bo  the  maxiiuum. 
tjnder  the  pre-emption,  homesu.id  and  timbei 
culture  laws  as  they  now  stand,  one  person  may 
become  tht^  owner  of  4»0  acres  of  the  public  do- 
main—KW  acres  under  each.  This  is  to  large 
an  amount  of  land,  in  our  opinion,  for  any  out 
person  to  icjuire  in  this  manner.  We  think  the 
policy  of  the  govern  nient  should  bo  to  furnish  ae 
many  of  its  citizens  with  comfortable  homes  as 
long'iu  the  future  as  possible,  aud  Hi  i  aeri« 
is  sufficient  for  this  purpose.  By  giving  thetn 
this  amount,  it  will  not  be  many  years  until  all 
our  public  domain  will  be  taken  up.  Tii"  pre- 
emption law  was  passed  in  l!>ll,  tho  bom  -stead 
law  in  ISttJ  aud  the  timber  culture  act  in  l.s.;i. 
When  the  homestead  law  was  enacted,  the  pre- 
emption law  shouhl  have  been  repealed.  The 
timlwr  culture  law  should  never  hav.-  be.-n 
passed.  Wo  have,  therefore,  in  a  substitute, 
provi.led  for  the  repal  ot  the  pro-omption  and 
timber  culture  acta  and  amundmeut  of  the 
homestead  law. 

Bills  were  introduced  in  the  senate  on  Mon- 
day for  the  forfeiture  of  a  portion  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  land  grant  in  Washington  T.^rritory 
and  Oregon,  and  of  the  Atlantic  A  Pacific  rail- 
road land  grant  A  bill  to  divide  tho  Eighth 
judicial  circuit  and  place  Minnesota,  Iowa  and 
Missouri  in  the  Ninth  circuit,  was  reported  fav- 
orably. A  bill  was  introduced  providing  a 
tenth  judicial  circuit,  to  consist  of  California, 
Oregon  and  N.vada.  .After  a  long  discussion 
on  the  late  failures  in  New  York,  tho  res- 
olution offered  Friday,  directing  the  finance 
committee  to  investi;,'ale  national  banks  in  New 
York,  to  learn  whether  the  failures  w.  re  due 
to  violations  or  evasions  of  law,  was  referred 
to  the  committ.'e  in  questioti.  Tho  bill  to 
create  a  bureau  of  labor  statistics  was  consid- 
ered. 

1  he  house  refused  to  fix  a  day  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  baukrupt.-y  bill.  I'he  meas- 
ure being  so  far  along  ou  the  calendar,  it  will 
be  impossible  to  reach  it  in  the  regular  order, 
so  that  the  vote  may  be  regarded  as  a  pra.tioal 
defeat  of  the  bill  for  this  session  aud  probably 
for  this  congress.  The  vote  is  a  fair  test  of  the 
sense  of  the  house  on  the  fpiestion  of  the  pas- 
sage of  a  bankruptcy  bill  It  shows  that  a  ma- 
jority is  agiiust  It.  A  member  voted  to  fix  a 
.lay  who  woul.l  have  voted  against  the  bUl,  and 
the  majority  is,  therefore,  probably  larger  even 
than  indicated  by  the  vote.  The  vote 
stood  lo7  to  11-i. 

In  the  house  Mr.  Hurd,  from  the  committee 
on  wavs  and  means,  moved  to  suspend  the  rules 
and  pass  a  bill  to  abolish  dis.-nmiuatiui;  duties 
on  works  of  art,  the  production  of  foreign  and 
American  artists.  'Tho  bill  imposes  a  duty  of 
10  per  .  cut.  ad  valorem  ou  works  of  art  whether 
the  production  of  foreign  or  American  artists. 
Messrs.  Kasson,  Belmont  and  Hurd  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  motion,  and  Messrs.  Dunn,  Mills 
Warner  lOljio)  and  Boutolle  against  it.  The 
motion  was  lostr— yeas  52  nays  179.
